The  executive  fimc- 
tions  of  the  President  ha\'e  been  greatly  expanded 
and  no^v  include  the  veto  power  over  all  measures 
passed  by  tlie  Senate.  ^Vorking  hand  in  hand  with 
the  President,  the  Vice  President  acts  as  the  Speaker 
of  the  Senate,  presiding  over  the  Senate  meetings. 
He  also  appoints  committees  and  performs  many  of 
the  execuli\e  diuies  formerly  carried  out  by  the 
President.  Student  Body  paper  work  is  carried  out 
by  the  President's  Secretary  while  the  Treasurer 
conducts  the  monetary  business.

During  the  summer  between  his  junior  and 
senior  years,  each  advanced  AFROTC  cadet  attends 
a  lour  ueek  camp  of  concentrated  practical  and 
theoretical  training.
